HT OF THE LARD MANUFACTUR- 
ERS AGAINST COTTON OIL. 


| TRYING TO RUSH THROUGH THE BILL 


Southerners Busy at Work to Defeat 
the Bill—Other Gossip. 


WasHINGcTON, March 2.—[Special.}—The 
fargest lobby that has infested the capital in 
with the exception of the world’s fair 
srowd, is here now working for the passage of 
the compound lard bill. They represent the 
gestern lard manufacturers and farmers, in- 
eluding high officers in the National Alliancc, 
who are stating to the committee that the al- 
liances of the country favor the bill. 
On the other hand the southern representa- 


ae tives are fighting the bill with all their power. 


They are. however, hopelessly in the minority. 
Mr. Morgan, of Mississippi, yesterday 
told the committee that the passage of 
the bill would cause a loss of 
$4 per bale tothe southern farmer on his cot- 
ton. It would also, he said, result in a loss of 
$12 per year to every laborer in the cotton 
states. Now that cotton seed are becoming of 
value to the farmer the passage of this bill, he 
thinks, wi!l reduce their price to almost noth- 
ing, for the bill puts sucha high tax upon cot- 
ton seed lard and mixtures that itcan no 
jJonger be manufactured with the seed selling 
gt anything like the present price. 
IT WILL BE RUSHED THROUGH. 

Hlowever. the bill has been given such an 
impetus by the western congressmen and the 
hog-lard lobby that it. looks now as if it will be 
reported from the committee and go through 
with a rush, notwithstanding the forces of the 
south rushing solidly againstit. The south- 
ern members are telegraphing to the heads of 
the Farmers’ Alliance all over the south to 
send protests or delegations on here at once if 
they are desirous of defeating the bill. 

WILL SUE FOR HIS SEAT. 

There is going to be some kind of a suit be- 
fore the supreme court over the unseating of 
Mr. Pendleton, of West Virginia. Mr. 
Pendleton remains here and will himself bring 
the suit. He is being advised by Mr. Carlisle, 
and it has been decided that suit can either be 
brought in the supreme court or the court of 
claims. The proceedings can be quo warranto 
in nature and based on a call to the speaker to 
show cause why he prevented Mr. Pendle- 
ton from exercising the privilege 
ofamember. A suit for salary can also be 
entered. Ineitherevent, the question to be 
settled will. be whether the speaker has a 
right4o declare a member unseated without a 
quorum voting. 

There is also a plan to wait until Mr. At- 
kinson votes on the bill and then make the 
point that it is unconstitutional. The re- 
publicans say they are perfectly willing to 
make atestcace; that they could have had a 
quorum when Mr. Pendieton was unseated, 
but in order to decide the question definitely 
they would alow Mr. Atkinson to take his 
seat on 162 votes. , 

WARMOTH WILL BE CONFIRMED. 

It appears now that ex-Governor Warmoth 
is going to be confirmed by the senate as col- 
lector of the port of New Orleans, notwith- 
standing the vigorous fight that is being made 
upon him on account of his unsavory record. 
Senator Eustis favors, and is working for his 
confirmation. He puts his support on the 
ground that the white people of the state 
want him, while it is only the negroes whoare 
fighting him. The republicans will all support 
himolely, for his confirmation is necessary to 
carry out the deal Quay and Clarkson made 
with the Louisiana lottery, by which the re- 
publican national committee socured a large 
wad of campaign boodle. They want more 
the next time. His nomination has been re- 
ported favorably from the committee, and he 
will be confirmed this week. E. W. B. 


PROGRAMME THIS WEEK. 


What the Senate and House Have Before 
Them. 

WASHINGTON, March 2.—Congress appar- 
ently las settled down to astrictly business ba- 
sis. The senate will duplicate this week, toa 
great extent, the programme of last week. It 
is hoped, and by some senators believed, thata 
vote will be reached during the week on the 
Blair bill. The senators are tired of having it 
hanging over their heads, and some of those 
who had expected to speak on it, have aban- 
doned that intention in order to cut the debate 
as short as may be. In case a vote is reached 
on thé bill before the end of the week, Mr. 
Sherman will move to have his bill, 
declaring trusts to be unlawful, taken 
up for discussion. He will be antagonized by 
Mr. Frye. who under instructions from the 
committee reporting the measure, will ask that 
the Pacific railroad funding bill be made an 
order of the day. This contest. for position 
will occur whenever the educational bill is out 
of the way; if not this week, then later. 

Although much progress was made in that 
direction last week, the order to act on public 
buildings and bridge bills is still in force. 
This class of measures, therefore, will continue 
to occupy the: time of the senate in the morn- 
‘ing hours of the week or until the calendar is 
Cleared.

CLOSING UP THEIR WORK. 


The International American Conference 
Making Reports. 

WASHINGTON, March 2.—The delegates to 
the International American conference; are be- 
ginning to talk about final adjournment, which . 
will probably take place about the first of 
April. Nearly all of the committees have 
made their reports, and several of them have 
already been adopted. The report of the com- 
mittee on a customs union, which considers 
reciprocity treaties is in the hands of the 
printer. Three committees on postal and 
cabie communication on jhe Atlantic, Pacific 
and Carribean sea.have their reports. prepared, 
and they are now being translated. 

The reports ut committee on customs regula- 
tions. and committee on port dues are both 
about ready to submit to the conference. The 
committee on extradition and banking will 
finish tlreir labors within a few days. The 
committee on arbitrations has agreed to re- 
commend the adoption ofthat method for set- 
tling international differences, but has not yet: 
arrived at an agreement as to the details of a 
plan for its reports. The comunit- 
tee on monetary convention will 
make two. reports, one of which 
will recommend the coinage of 
a common silver dollar to be a legal tender in 
commercial transactions between the citizens 
of the several nations. The other report, pre- 
pared.and presented by Mr. Coolidge, of the 
United States delegation, will recommend the 
issue of certificetes by the United States upon 
any buliion that may be deposited in the United 
States treasury by the citizens or authorities 
of the Central and South Awerican states. 

These reports are both in the hands of the 
printer and will be submitted for action very 


soon.

THE FLOODS IN TENNESSEE. 


The Rivers Receding—Damage Done by the 
High Waters. 

CHATTANONGA, March 2.—[Special.]—The 
Tennessee river at this point reached its high- 
est stage—forty-two feet and six inches—and 
after standing at that point a few hours began 
to subside and is steadily falling. Fears were 
entertained of a rise into the fifties, in which 
case the result would have been disastrous. As 
it is, communication was interrupted on the 
Alabama Great Southern road, a washout hay- 
ing occurred between here and Birmingham. 
The track on the belt road was covered on one 
division, and a visit to Lookout mountain 
could only be made by the aid of boats across 
a watery gap. Although many small houses 
in the low lying part of the ,. city 
were partially destroyed and their occupants 
horeed to find other quarters, no manufactur- 
ing establishments suffered anything but a 
meson. gens stoppage, and the money loss is not 
ar e. 

The cold wave and the ceasing of the heavy 
rainfall alone saved Chattanooga from a repe- 
tition of the flood of 1886, when the water 
reached the height of fifty-two feet six inches. 

Word comes from South Pittsburg, Tenn., 
the first town below here on the river, thatall 
trains have been discontinued on the Jasper 
branch of the Nashville, Chattanooga and Bt. 
Louis railroad, and the water is two feet over 
the track.

The snow has 
blocked the street car tracks pretty effectually, 
and even the elevated railroads suffered, and 
trains were obliged to rym slow because of the 
blinding snow storm squalis. 

On Brooklyn bridge trainmen and police 
suffered severely from the storm, as they were 
exposed to its full forces About six inches of 
snow ona level had fallenup to midnight. 
Ferries on both Eastand North river were 
compelled to proceed on their trips with the 
greatest care. 

CAARLESTON, March 2.—It snowed here for 
three hours this morning, from 9 a. m. till 
about 12 o’clock. The snow melted as it fell, 
however, and the sun*shone at 5 o’clock.

PLATTS INFAMY. 


ATTACK UPUN THE CHARACTER OF 
JOHN H. INMAN, . 


THE SUIT’ DISMISSED FROM COURT 


And It Is No Compromise, Either—Vindica- 
tion of an Honest Man’s Character 
—Other News of Interest, 


New Yorx«, March 2.—{Special.]}—John H. 
Inman is stronger and further beyond the 
reach of spiteful reproach tonight than he 
ever was in his life. He has stood the test of 
false accusations, and trampled envy and 
malice under his feet. Itisan easy matter to 
bring suit against any man, but it is an en- 
tirely different thing to sustain wholesale 
charges of corruption and dishonesty. 

Tom Platt, and the other parties who joined 
him last December in instituting suit against 
Mr. Inman, for various alleged irregularities in 
connection with the Tennessee Coal and Iron 
company, are thoroughly competent witnesses 
of the fact that the accusation and proof are 
not one and the same thing. 

They have been routed from their line of 
unwarranted attack, and have utterly aban- 
doned the game. Papers were filed in the cir- 
cuit court, yesterday, dismissing the suit un- 
conditionally. The document ordering the 
discontinuance sets forth that a thorough ex- 
amination of the documents and records of the 
company has failed to disclose anything justi- 
fying any action against Mr. Inman, and that, 
therefore, all, proceedings against him are dis- 
missed. The dismissal is, in no sense, a com- 
promise of the matter, but an unqualified ex- 
honeration of the defendant. 

Tom Platt may experience some political 
satisfaction through the consciousness of hay- 
ing robbed New York of the world’s fair, but 
he and those identified with him must be woe- 
fully lacking in comfort when they contem- 
plate the ignominious failure which has at- 
tended their.effort to rob John Inman of his 
reputation M. J. V. 


THE RUMORS NOT TRUE 


That the West Point Terminal Will Consol- 
idate the Coast Line. 

RaAvetcnu, N. C., March 2.—[{Special.J—A 
general officer of the Atlantic Coast line says 
there is no truth in the statement that the 
West Point Terminal is endeavoring to secure 
control of the Atlantic Coast line. The At- 
lantic Coast line is on friendly terms with the 
Terminal, and they have made no overtures 
for either the purchase or control of the Coast 
line. The bills introduced in the Virginia leg- 
islature to consolidate certain roads is intended 
to checkmate the West Point Terminal com- 
pany, but as a separate set of officers have to 
be elected for each of the roads under the 
present charter, and each has to be operated 
separately, which very greatly increases the 
expense of management, it is to put them un- 
der one set of officers, and thus reduce the op- 
erating expenses, that the bill is introduced. 


TWO MORE FURNACES 


To Be Built at Chattanooga by the Roane 
Company. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., March 2.—[{Special.] 
The Times will publish the following informa- 
tion tomorrow morning: 

‘It was learned yesterday, from source 
which cannot be called in question, that the 
Roane Iron company is preparihg for the in- 
vestment of hundreds of thousands of dollars, 
which will be the means of producing a great 
boom in the iron industry of Chattanooga dis- 
trict. The money is all ready, the plans are 
prepared and in the hands of the company, and 
the work will, it is reported, commence at an 
early day on one new’ furnace at Rockwood, 
and possibly two, the object being to have 
these furnaces furnish the southern steel mill 
of this city with ore. The Roane Iron com- 
dany having concentrated its work at Rock- 
wood, has quietly purchased the rich coal and 
iron fields of that section, until now nearly 
every known iron property is either the prop- 
erty of the company or leased by it. 

The work of converting this raw material 
into ore will commence in earnest with this 
latest stroke of the Roane Iron company, and 
will fairly revolutionize the iron business of 
the south. The supply of ore isinexhaustible, 
and the greater portion of the iron will be used 
in Chattanooga. 

WILL MANUFACTURE STEEL. 

In this connection, it is also learned that the 
Southern Steel works, successors to the Roane 
Iron works, of this city, will, within ten days, 
commence the work of remodeling the mill for 
the purpose of manufacturing steel under the 
Martin Seiman open-hearth basic process. 
This work of remodeling the mill will require 
about six months, at the end of which time 
the steel works will open in full blast. 
The reliable information of the above 
movement by the iron and steel works of this 
city and district will be hailed with joy by 
thousands of people. It means that before 
next fall two or three thousand additional iron 
workers will find employment here, the busi- 
ness of the city merchants will receive an im- 
petus that cannot received from 
any other source, hundreds of thousands 
of dollars annually will be added to the 
manufacturing capital of the city, and the 
proof will be more evident than now that 
Chattanooga is, in reality, that destined t 
iron and steel center of the south. It will also 
inevitably resultin the establishment in va- 
rious manufacturing sites about the city, of 
iron and steel-working concerns, among which 
will, of course, be the contemplated steel car 
works, rail works, etc. 


DEATH OF EX-GOVERNOR ENGLISH. 


Connecticut Loses One of Its Best and Old- 
est Citizens. 
New Haven, Conn., March 2.—Ex-Gov- 
ernor James Edward English died at his resi- 
dence in‘this city today. He contracted a 
severe cold early this week, which developed 
rapidly into pneumonia, accompanied by a 
high fever, rendering him unconscious, from 
which state he failed to rally. He wasseventy- 
eight years of age, and leaves 4a 
widow and one son. Governor English 
had an .enviable’ national reputation, 
in political'ond financial circles. In 1860 he 
was elected to congress, and re-elected in 1862. 
He declined a third nomination. In 1867 he 
was elected governor over Fr 
Hawley, and was then the only democratic 
governor in the United States. He was re- 
elected governor in 1868, and in 1871 was 
elected for the third time, In 1878 he was ap- 
pointed by governor Ingersoll to fill the vacnn- 
cy iu the United States senate caused by the 
death of O. 8. Ferry. Mr. English leaves 2 
fortune estimated at between two and three 
million dollars.

THE DANGERS OF ARSENICAL TOIL- 
ET PREPARATIONS 


USED IN BEAUTIFYING THE FACE. 
The Story of a Woman Who Resorted to Dan- 


Brooxtyx, March 2.—[Special.]—A woman 
of ordinary intelligence ought to know without 
being told that arsenical toilet preparations 
are rous to the health, and yet nota 
week passes that I am not in receipt of letters, 
most of them showing thought and ability, 
asking me to recommend some cosmetic for 
the elimination of pimples, and requesting to 
be told if arsenic is as safe for an internal med- 
icine asit is fora complexion wash. These 
correspondents know that arsenic isa deadly 
poison, and yet they talk about its use asif it 
were the simplest and safest drug in the world. 
Arsenical doses will put an end to pim- 
ples, and, what is more, an end to the life of 
the person usingthem. Iam not now speak- 
ing from generalizations or from what I have 
heard, but fromabsolute personal knowledge. 
One friend of mine, a beautiful young woman, 
was afflicted with an eruption upon the hands. 
This was not only exceedingly painful but 
very mortifying. Herown family physician, 
a man of common sense as well as of scientific 
attainment, prescribed certain blood remedies, 
but refused to give her anything to act upon 
the condition—in other words declined to doc- 
tor symptoms. 

THE PELLETS OF ARSENIC. 

The patient became irritable and dissatisfied 
and finally consulted a newly fledged M. D., 
who, through some advertising dodge, had 
been brought prominently before the public. 
She returned to her home with pellets of 
arsenic tobe taken during the day, and an 
arsenical lotion to be used morning and night, 
and a piece of advice. This was not to notice 
any criticism of the treatment, and to say to 
those who condemned arsenic that such an ob- 
jection was only an old woman’s whim, which 
medical science had.satisfactorily disposed of. 
A permanent cure was guaranteed in six 
weeks. At the end of that time my friend’s 
hands were as white and as smooth as an in- 
fant’s, but my friend was in the agonies of 
death. The eruption had been driven inward 
instead of out of the system, and quick con- 
sumption was the result. Another victim, a 
young man, was also a friend of mine. His 

ife was embittered by pimples which literally 

covered his face. 4 bad tenant is better out 
than in,” hisown good doctor sententiously 
told him. Buthecould not wait for slow 
methods, and so fell into the hands 
of another murderer. The last 
time I saw this promising youth before he died 
he called my attention witha good deal of 
pride, tothe improved condition of his face. 
“*Yes,’”’ Lreplied, “but you are very pale, and 
how about that cough ?” “Oh, the doctor says 
that is only bronchial, and he is giving me 
medicing for it, but I don’t care a cent for the 
Cough.” ;

KILLED BY THE USE OF ARSENIC. 

Such cases could be indefinitely multiplied, 
but I have dwelt upon these because I watched 
them from start to finish, and am as sure as I 
am of my own existence that my friends were 
killed by the use of arsenic. That arsenic in 
the hands of skillful physicians is sometimes 
‘a help in certain acute diseases I am rea 
to admit, as I admit the value of strych- 
nine and stomach pumps, but for steady or 
even occasional use in eruptive diseases, 
chronic or otherwise, it is simply a deadly cure. 
I do not know that all the complexion lotions 
contain arsenic, but I do that every woman 
who has an intellect above that of a jelly fish, 
should know the ingredients of the stuff she 
uses as a medicinal wash or beautifier. 

In a late interview with one of our most dis- 
tinguished physicians I was told that the folly 
of women with their poisonous face washes, 
their compressed and, in many cases, lapped 
ribs, their heavy petticoats and elaborate dress 
skirts pulling down and inflaming the 
most delicate of the vital organs, was 
quite equal to the folly of men in drinking 
and carousing, and for his gp he thought that 
the effect of woman’s folly upon her health 
was greater than the dissipation of men upon 
theirs. ‘‘Why donot women do more for each 
other?’”’ this "ecg woman asked. ‘“‘Why do 
not those who have found out the way show it 
to those who have lost it, or who 
never had it? Look at the immense 
temperance societies organized, and 
controlled by women all over this country.’’ 
He went on, ‘‘Look at some of the leaders of 
these enterprises, as they address their meet- 
ingsiu excellent English, but uo breath to 
speak of. Look at their girted-in waists, their 
swell dresses d ing upon their hips. Be- 
cause these women do not drink intoxicating 
liquors, they imagine they are temperate.

There was so much truth in this 
little leSture, that nettled as I  cer- 
certainly was, I had no argument to 
combat it with. I could have urged the old 
plea that woman’s folly had its origin and de- 
velopment in her wish to please a man, but 
this was such an antiquated chestnut and be. 
sides made a woman seem so much more a 
fool, that I forebore. ; 

My intention in this pa was to warn my 
friends not only against the use of arsenical 
progerenen but against the use of anything 

or the complexion that they did not know to 
be perfectly harmless. A lotion that is power- 
fulenough to remove pimples will usually 
move’ them inward instead of outward.

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|HAWES'S BODY ARRIVES 


AND WILL BE BURIED IN OAKLAND 
CEMETERY TODAY. 


THE LAST OF THE GREAT TRAGEDY 


The Long, Weary Journey That Mr. Hilbura 
Took by a Roundabout Way to 
Birminghnm. 


Hawes’s body rests in a handsome rosewood 
casket, on trestles, at Wylie & Barclay’s um 
dertaking establishment. 

The coffin is an unusual one. 

‘By special reqyest it was furnished with e 
lock, and after the body was embalined it was 
placed in the casket, the lid screwed down and 
locked fast. 

The key was given to Mr. Jim Hawes, the 
brother of the dead man, and not even the um 
dertaker has access to the body except by ob 
taining the key from him. 

After a long and fatiguing trip Mr. Frank 
Hilburn, of Wylie & Bare lay’a, arrived with 
the body about 7:30 o’clock yesterday morn. 
Ing, and it was carried direct to the under 
takers’ rooms, where relatives of the unfortue 
nate man visited him during the day and 
gazed on the dead face, dropping tears of re 
gret over his dark fate. 

No one else was allowed to see him, affa 
there were very few who expressed such a dé 
sire, as the arrival of the body was not gener- 
ally known during the day. 

his morning the remains will be taken te 
Oakland cemetery and interred in the family 
lot where repose the bodies of those who knew 
and loved Dick Hawes in his brighter and 
more hopeful days, ere the blight and the 
shadows feil upon his life. 

MR. HILBURN’S TRIP 

was full of difficulties, and it looked at one 
time as if he would not be able to reach Bir- 
mingham at all. 

On Thursday evening he, with Mr. Charlies 
Johnson, who had 5,000 copies of the Constr 
TUTION, started for Birmingham on the Geor- 
gia Pacific road.

RIDING ON A GRAVEL TRAIN 
he succeeded in reaching Anniston, where he 
met Mr. Jim Hawes, and started once 
more for Birmingham. It was 7:38 
o'clock Saturday evening when he 
reached that city, and roceeded ta 
perform the last sad service for the dead man. 

‘‘His face wag as natural as life,’’ said Mr 
Hilburn yesterday, “and no one who was not 
familiar with the circumstances of his sad end- 
ing, would have guessed that he died others 
than a natural and peaceful death.”’

THE ARREST OF TWO ROBBERS IN 
MACON, BA 


They Are Identified as the Men Who At- 
tempted to Rob the Store of Mr. 
Baum, in Toomsboro,

Macon,Ga., March 2.—[{Special]—Last night 
about eight o’cleck Chief-of.Police O. T. 
Kenan, Lientenant C. M. Wood and Officers 
Mortison and Patterson arrested two white 
men who gave their names as J. E. Rogers and 
W. A. Hart. They claimed to be from 
Cheyenne, Wyoming, and St, Paul, Minnesota, 
each respectively. They were arrested 
on suspicion of being .the men 
who attempted to rob the store 
of L. Baum :& Co., at Toombsboro, on Wednes- 
we night. The particulars of the affair in 
brief, are as follows: The attempt was made to 
rob the store at.10.0’clock p.m. A negro heard 
the thieves at work. and went to the house of 
Mr. N. B, Baum and notified him. When Mr. 
‘Baum arrived at the store he found it slightly 
open, which indicated that the robbers were on 
the inside. Baum ‘fired one shot-tewards the 
door, in order to deter . the — thieves 
from coming out and also as 
a signal for assistance. One of the thieves 

oked his head out of the door and Baum 

red at him. The rdbbers then closed the 
door and fired through it several times at Mr. 
Baum, who . returned. the fire. Then they 
opened the door, came eut and continued to 
shoot at Baum, and Baum fired at them. The 
thieves finally escaped. No one was 
hurt by the _ firing. An outfit of 
burglars’ tools and a railway 
map by Rand, McNally & Co. and some mem- 
oranda were found in the stere by Mr. Baum, 
where they had been left by the thieves in 
their hasty departure. 

Chief Kenan telegraphed to Mr. Baum last 
night of the capture of Rogers and Hart as the 
supposed thieves. This afternoon Mr. 
Baum and others came from Tooms- 
boro, and identified Rogers and 
Hart, to the best of his ability as the ones who 
had tried to blow his safe and rob the store. 
The evidence was conclusive that the Rand 
McNally & Co. map book found in Baum’s 
store was the property of Rogers, writing in it 
compares exactly with writing found on the 

erson of Rogers. <A similar book was found 
in Hart’s pocket. It seems that Hart has been 
sailing under the alias of Mooney. Tho 
real. name of Rogers is thought to be 
H, L. Smyser.

A FIRE, 
The Residence of Thecdore Ellis Is Burned 
to the Ground. 

Macon,Ga.,March 2.—[{Special]—The family 
residence of Mr. Theodore Ellis, at Tattnall 
square, was destroyed by fire this morning 
about 11 o’clock.

A man who believes in the damnation of in- 
fants himself deserves to lose heaven. I do 
not think an man could admit such a 
‘se eyeyayh hat Christ will do with all the

hugged them and kissed them. Whensome of 
you grown people go out of this world your 
doubtful destiny will be an embarrassment to 
ministers Officiating at your obsequies, who 
will have to be cautious soas not to hurt sur- 
viving friends. But when the darling children 
go there are no “‘ifs’’ or “buts’”’ or guesses. We 
must remember that good John Calvin was a 
logician and a wmetaphysician and by 
the proclivities of his nature put some 
things in an unfortunate way. Logic 
has its use and metaphysics has its use, but 
they are not good at making creeds. A gard- 
ener hands you a blooming rose, dewy fresh, 
but a sevére botanist comes to you with a rose 
and says: “I willshow you the structure of 
this rose.”” And he proceeds to take it apart 
and pulls off the leaves and he says; ‘There 
are the petals,’’ and he takes out the anthers, 
and he says: ‘Just look atthe wonderful 
structure of these floral pillars,’’ and then he 
cuts the stem to show you the juices of the 
plant. So logic or metaphysics takes the aro- 
matic rose of the Christian religion and says: 
“T will just show you how this rose of religion 
was fashioned;’’ and it pulls off of it 
a piece and says: “That is the human 
will,” and another piece and _= says 
‘*This God’s_ will,”’ and another 
piece and says: ‘“‘This is sovereignty,’’ and 
another piece and says: ‘‘This is free agency,”’ 
this is this and that isthat. And while Istand 
looking at the fragments of the rose pulled 
apart, one whom the Marys took for a gar- 
dener comes in and presents me with a crimson 
rose, red as blood, and says: ‘Inhale the 
sweetness of this, wearit on your heart and 
wear it forever.’’ I must confess that I prefer 
the rose in full bloom to the rose pulled apart. 
What a tine we have had with the dogmatics, 
the apologetics and the hermeneutics. The de- 
fect in some of the creeds is that they try to 
tell us all about the decrees of God. Now, the 
only human being that was ever com- 
petent to handle that subject was Paul, and he 
would not have been competent had he not 
been inspired. I believe in the sovereignty of 
God and I believe in man’s free agency, but no 
one can harmonizethe two. Itis not necessary 
that he harmonise them. Every sermon that 
[have ever heard that attempted such har- 
monization was to me as clear asa London fog, 
as clearasmud. My brotherof the nineteenth 
century, my brother of the sixteenth 
century, give ws Paul’s statement and 
leave out your own. Better one 
chapter of Paul on that subject than all of Cal- 
vin’s institutes, able and honest and mighty as 
they are. Do not try to measure either the 
throne of God or the thunderbolts of God with 
your little steel pen. What do you know about 
the decrees? You cannot pry open the door of 
God’s eternal counsels, You cannot explain 
the inysteries of God’s government now, much 
less the mysteries of his government five hun- 
dred quintillion of yearsago. I move for a 
creed for all our denominations made out of 
Scripture quotations pure and _ simple. 
That would take the earth for God. 
That would be impregnable against 
infidelity and Apollyonic assault. That would 
be beyond human criticism. The denomina- 
tion, Whatever its name be,that can raise up 
to that will be the church of the millennium, 
will swallow up all other denominations and 
be the one that will be the bride when the 
Bridegroom cometh. Let us make it sim- 
plerand plainer for people to get into the 
kingdom of God. Donot hinder people by 
the idea that they may not have been elected. 
Do not tag on to the one essential of faith in 
Christ any of the innumerable nonessentials. 
A man who heartily accepts Christ is a Chris- 
tian and the man who does not accept Him is 
not aChristian, and thatis all thereis of it. 
He need not believe in election or repro- 
bation. He gneed not believe in _ the 
eternal generation of the Son. He need not 
believe in everlasting punishment. He need 
not believe in infant baptism. He need not 
believe in plenary inspiration. Faith in 
Christ is the criterion, is the test,.is the pivot, 
is the indispensable. But there are those who 
wonld add unto the tests rather than subtract 
from them. There-are theusands who would 
not accept persons into church membership’ if 
they drink wine, or if they smoke cigars, or if 
they attend the theater, or if they play cards, 
or if they drive a fast horse. Now, I do not 
drink wine or smoke or attend the theater, 
never played a game of cards and do not drive 
a fast horse, although I would if I owned one. 
Butdo not substitute tests which the Bible 
does not establish. There is one passage of 
scripture wide enough to let all in who ought 
to enter and to keep out all who ought to be 
kept out: ‘Believe in the Lord Jesus Christ 
and thou shalt be saved.’’ Get a man’s heart 
right and his life will be right. But now that 
the old creeds haye been put under public 
scrutiny something radical must be done. 
Some would split them, some would carve 
them, some would elongate them, some would 
abbreviate them. At the present moment and 
in the present shape they are a hindrance. 
Lazarus 1s alive, but hampered with the old 
grave clothes. If you want one glorious church 
free and unencumbered take off the cerements 
of old ecclegiastical vocabulary. Loose her, 
and let her go! 

Again, there are Christians who are under 
sepulchral shadows and hindered and hoppled 
by doubts and fears and sins long ago repented 
of. What they need is to undorstand the lib- 
erty of the sons of God. They spend more 
time under the shadow of Sinai than at the 
base of Calvary. They have been singing the

only poor hymn that Newton ever wrote: 
’Tis a point I long to know, 
‘Oft it causes anxious thought— 
Do I love the Lord or no, 
Am I his or am I not? 
' Long to know, do you? Why do you not 
find out? Goto work for God and you will 
very soon find out. The man who is all the 
time feeling of Iris pulse: and looking at his 
tongue too see whether it is coated, is morbid, 
and cannot be physically well. The doctor 
will say: ‘‘Go out into fresh air and into active 
life, add stop thinking of yourself, and you 
will get well and strong.’’

Take holy exercise and then exam- 
ine yourself. and, instead of Newton's satur- 
nine and billious hymn that I first quoted, you 
will sing Newton’s other hymn: 
Amazing grace, how sweet the sound 
That saved a wretch like me! 
Once I was lost, but now am found; 
Was blind, but now I see. 

What many of you Christians most need is 
to get your grave. clothes off. I cejdice that 
you have been brought from the death of sin 
to the life of the gospel, but you need to get 
your hand loose and your feet loose and your 
tongue loose and your soul loose. There is no 
sin that the Bible so arraigns and punctures 
and flagellates as the sin of unbelief, and that 
is what is the matter with you. ‘Oh,’ you 
say, ‘if you knew what I once was and how 
many timesI have grievously strayed, you 
would understand why I do not come out 
brighter.” Then I think you would call your- 
self the chief of sinners. I am glad you 
hit upon that term, for I have a promise 
that fits into your case as the of 
one wheel between the cogs of another 
wheel or as the key fits into the labyrinths of a 
lock. A man who was once called Saul but 
afterwards Paul deciared: ‘This is a faithful 
saying and worthy of ali.acception that Christ 
Jesus came into the world to save sinners, of 
whom Iam cheif.” Mark that-—-‘‘of whom I 
am cheif.”” ‘‘Putdown your overcegts and 
hats and I will take care of them while you 
kill Stephen’’—so Saul said to the stoners of 
the first martyr—“‘I do not care to exert 
myself much, but Iwill guard your 
surplus apparel while you do the mur- 
der.”’ he New estament account 
says: ‘‘The witnesses laid down their clothes 
at a young man’s feet whose name was Saul.”’ 
No wonder he said: ‘“‘Simners, of xhom I am 
the chief.”” Christ is used to climbing. He 
climbed to the top of the temple. He climbed 
to the top of Mount Olivet. e climbed to the 
top of the cliffs about Nazareth. He climbed 
to the dop of Golgotha. And to the top of the 
hills and the mountains of your transgression 
he is ready to climb with pardon for every 
one of you. The groan of Calvary is 
in yd than the thunder of Sinai.

Ascend the stairs of your 
sepulchre. Step out into the broad light of 
noonday. We come around you to help you to 
remove your grave clothes, and a voice from 
the heavens, tremulous but omnipotent, com- 
mands: ‘Loose him, and let him go.”’ ; 

Again, my text has good advice concerning 
any Christians hampered and bothered and 
bound by fear of his own dissolution. To such 
the book refers when it speaks of those who 
through fear of death were all their lifetime 
subject to bondage. The most of us, 
even if we have the Christian hope, 
are cowards about death. If a plank 
fall from a scaffolding and just es 
our hat, how pale we look. If the Atlantic 
ocean gs with the steamship, pitching it up 
toward the heavens and letting it suddenly 
drop, how even the Christian passengers pester 
the steward or stewardess as to whether there 
is any danger, and the captain, who has been 
all night on the bridge and chilled through, 
coming in for a cup of coffee, is assailed with 
a whole battery .of questions as to what he 
thinks of the weather. And many of the best 
people are, as Paul says, throughout their life- 
time in bondage by fear of death. My brothers 
and sisters, if we made full use of our religion 
we would soon get over this. Backed up by 
the teachings of your Bible, just look through 
the telescope some bright night and 
see how many worlds there are and re- 
flect that all you have seen compared-with the 
number of words in existence are less than the 
fingers of your right hand as compared - with 
all the fingers of the human face. How fool- 
ish then for us to think that’ ours is the only 
world fit for us to stay in. I think that all the 
stars are inhabited and by beings like the hu- 
mah race in feelings and sentiments, and the 
difference is in lung respiration and heart beat 
and physical conformation their physical con- 
formation fit for the climate of 
their world and our physical conformation 
fit for the climate of our world. So we shall 
feelat homein any of the stellar neighbor- 
hoods, our physical limitations have ceased. 
One of our first realizations in getting out of 
this world, I think, will be that in this 
world we were very much pent up and 
had cramped appartments and were kept on 
the limits. The most even of our small world 
is water, and the water says to the human 
race: ‘‘Don’t come here or you will drown.’’ 
A few thousand feet up the atmosphere is un- 
inhabitable, and the atinmosphere says to the 
human race: “Don’t come up here or you 
cannot breathe.’’ A few miles down the earth 
is a furnace of fire, and the fire says: ‘’Don’t 
come here or you will burn.”” The caverns of 
the mountains are full of poisonous gases, and 
the gases say: ‘‘Don’t come here or you will 
be asphyxiated.”’ And, crossing a rail track, 
you must look out or you_ will be 
crushed. And, standing by asteam boiler, you 
must look out or you will be blown up. And 
pneumonias and pleurisies and consumptions 
and apoplexies go across this earth in flocks, in 
droves, in herds, and it is a world of équinoxes 
and cyclones and graves. Yet we are under 
the delusion that it is the only place fit to stay 
in. We want to stick tothe wet plank ’mid 
ocean while the great.ship, ‘‘the City of God,” 
of the Celestial line, gees sailing past, and 
would gladly takeus up in a life boat. My 
Christian friends, let me tear off your de- 
spondencies and frights about dissolution. My 
Lord commands me fegarding you, saying: 
‘‘Loose him, and let him go.”’ . 

Heaven is ninety-five per cent better than 
this world, a thousand per cent better,a million 
per cent better. Take the gladdest, brightest, 
most jubilant days you ever had on earth and 
compress them into one ‘hour, and that hour 
would bea requiem, a fast day, a gloom, a 
horror, as compared with the poorest hour they 
have had in heaven since its first tower was 
built, or its first gates swung or its first song 
earoled. ‘‘Oh,” you say, “‘that may be true, 
but Iam so afraid of crossing over from this 
world to the next, and I fear the snapping of 
the cord between soul and body.” Well, 
all the surgeons and _ physicions and 
scientists declare that there is no pang at the 
parting of the body and soul, and all the seem- 
ing restlessness at the closing hour of life is in- 
voluutary and no distress at all. And I agree 
with the doctors, for what they say is confirmed 
by the fact that persons who were drowned or 
were submerged until all consciousness de- 
parted and were afterward resuscitated, de- 
clare that the sensation of passing 
into unconsciousness Was pleasurable 
rather than distressful. The cage § of 
the body has a door on easy hinges, and when 
that door of the physical cage opens the soul 
simply puts out its wings and soars. ‘‘But,”’ 
you say, “I fear to ge because the fyture is so 
full of mystery.””

The mysteries have 
ceased bothering me, for I do as the judges of 
your courts often do. They hear all the argu- 
ments inthe case and then say: ‘“‘I will take 
these papers and give you my decision next 
week.” So I have heard all the arguments in 
regard to the next world, and some things 
are uncertain and full of mvstery, and so 
I fold up the papers and reserve until the 
next world my decision about them. I can 
there study all the mysteries to better ad- 
vantage, for the light will be better and my 
faculties stronger, and I will ask the Christian 
philosophers, who have had all the advantages 
of heaven for centuries, to help me, and I a f 
be permitted myself to humbly ask the Lord, 
and I think there will be only one mystery 
left, and that will be how one so unworthy as 
myself got into such an enraptured place. 
Come up out of the sepulchral shadows. If 
you are not Christians by faith in Christ come 
up into the light; andif you are already like 
Lazarus, reanimf&ted, but still have your grave 
clothes on, get rid of them. he com- 
mand is: “ him, and let him go.”

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The Cotton Movement. 

The New York Financial Chronicle, in its 
weekly review of the cotton movement, 
says that for the week ending Friday the 
total receipts have reached 86,608 bales, 
against 83,218 bales last week and 99,965 
bales the previous week, making the total 
receipts since the Ist of September, 1889, 
5,372,469 bales, against 4,929,327 bales for 
the same period of 1888-9, showing an in- 
crease since September 1, 1889, of 443,142 
bales. 

The exports for the week reach a total of 
9,107 bales, of which 59,719 were to Great 
Britain. 813 to France and 38,575 tothe rest 
of the continent. The total sales for for- 
ward delivery for the week are 254,5 
bales. For immediate delivery the total 
sales foot up 3,794 bales.- including 2,080 for 
export, 1,714 for consumption. 

The imports into continental ports have 
been 89,000 bales. There is an increase in 
the cotton in sight of 206,158 bales as com- 
pared with the same date of 1889, an increase 
of 22,588 bales as compared with the cor- 
responding date of 1888 and a decrease of 
171,117 bales as compared with 1887. 

The old interior stocks have decreased 
during the week 17,135 bales, and are 45,673 
bales less than at the same period last year. 
The receipts at the same towns have been 
18,641 bales less than the same week last 
year, and since September I the receipts at 
all the towns are 101,243 bales more than 
for the same time in 1888-89, 

The total receipts from the plantations 
since September 1, 1889, are 5,583,004 bales; 
in 1888-89 were 5,184,924 bales; in 1887-88 
were 5,202,217 bales, although the receipts 
at the outports the past week were 86,608 
bales the actual movgnent from plantations 
was only 60,592 bales, the balance being 
taken from the stoeks at the interior towns. 
Last year the receipts from the plantations 
for the same week were 70,020 bales and for 
1888 they were 39,536 bales. 

The iucrease in amount in sight as com- 
pared with last year, is 431,516 bales, the 
increase as compared with 1887-88 is 536,- 
399 bales and the inerease over 1886-87 is 
719,693 bales. 

The Chronicle says that the speculation 
in cotton for future delivery at New York 
was quite dull early in the week under re- 
view, with the finctuations in prices re- 
stricted to the narrowest limits. Neither 
bulls nor bears felt. any confidence in the 
position, and all acted with the utmost 
caution. The bears were deterred by the 
small quanityon sale in American markets, 
which they felt exposes them to the opera- 
tion of a ‘‘corner,’’ and the bulls were held in 
eheck by the movement of the erop, it hav- 
ing !atierly exceeded estimates, and by the 
very small businessin spot cotton at Liver- 
poolin the past month, giving to the large 
stock there a very uncomfortable appear- 
ance. So business was little beyond the 
manipulation of the hour, in which brokers 
might win a point or two from each other. 

The weather reports to the cotton ex- 
change indicated heavy rainsin the northern 
belt and sonthwest, threatening an overflow 
of the Mississippi river, which would be 
likely to somewhat retard planting opera- 
tions. Private letters say planters are buy- 
ing fertilizers much more freely this spring. 

Qn Thursday the market developed 
weakness under free issue of short fotices 
for March delivery, which were promptly 
thrown uponthe market, causing some de- 
cline inthis and other spring months. 

Friday the small interior movement (only 
about haif as large as last year in the towns 
reported to the cotton exchange) caused a 
quick advance of 7 points forthis crop, but 
the market was alittle unsettled in the lat- 
ter dealings, the heavy rains in the Mis- 
‘gissippi having materially abated. Cotton 
on the spot was dul) until Friday, when 
there was a good business for home con- 
sumption at steady prices, middling uplands 
closing at 11 5-16¢. 

The Chronicle’s telegrams indicate that in 
some districts of the gulf states and of Ark- 
ansas and Tennessee the rainfall has been 
heavyand an overflow of the Mississippi 
river isapprehended. Elsewhere the rainfall 
has in general been light.

Of Interest to Aliancemen. 

The southern alliancemen have some 
pretty sharp work cut out for them, and 
it is abselutely essential that they get a 
it at once. 

The western lard producers, the men who 
stew cholera-sick hogs in vats, head, heels, 
and offal, and call the ‘filthy result ‘‘pure 
lard’’—are new before congress-pleading for 
a tax on the compound lard of commerce, 
which is rapidly running their filthy stuff out 
of the market. 

Consumers who have any knowledge of 
food products prefer the compound lard, 
which is composed of refined cotton seed oil 
and genuine lard, the diseased product 
of the lard-makers’ vats, but this fact has no 
sort of weight with these producers, who 
seem to have the right of way in congress. 

The stewers of cholera-sick hogs have 
gone so faras to claim that southern alliance- 
men are in favor of a tax which will practi- 
cally destroy the market for cotton seed, and 
this claim has made such an impression on 
congress that unless the southern farmers 
counteract it promptly and efficently, the 
tax will be imposed on compound. lard, and 
one of the most profitable. and useful pro- 
ducts of cotton seed will be driven out of 
the market. 

The proposed tax will not only affect con- 
sumers by laying an embargo ona cheap and 
wholesome article of food, but will drive 
many oil mills out of the business, and limit 
the market for cotton seed, and all to satisfy 
a few western mén who have grown rich by 
stewing cholera-sick hogs into lard, and 
strengthening the mess with tallow. 

If the southern farmers have any interest 
in this matter, we believe the alliance is 
strong enough to affect the result. But if 
they propose to make their influence felt at 
all, now is the time. . A little delay may be 
disastrous to a growing southern industry.

In short, Mayor Glenn is strongly convinced © 
of the necessity and advisability of issuing the 
waterworks bonds. 2 

And he thinks, on thorough understanding « 
the bulk of the citizens wil] be similarly « 
vinced.

In the center of this pxnel appears the name 
“H. W. Grady,” and on panels above appears the 
Monogram cunningly wrought. 

On one panel appears the olive leaf, represent- 
ing peace; on another the oak ieaf, denoting 
Ftrencth; and on the third the laurel, fame. On 
the fuurth is to be alarge quill pen, emblematic 
of his noble work: The circle of eternity appefrs 
above,and Masonicemblems will prebably ap- 
pear. 

It is a heautiful design, and has-cost. Mr. Haley 
two months patient and unremitting labor. It 
will be presented to the committce for their con- 
Bideration today.

INTERESTING SERVICES. 


Sunday School Services at the Bishop 
Hendrix Mission. 

On account of the extremely cold weather, 
only a portion of the programme of exercises at 
Bishop Hendrix mission was carried out 
yesterday. : 

The church is not completely finished, and 
could not be made warm enough for the hold- 
ing of the major portion of the exercises. 

However, the exercises held were very 
interesting, and the neat little church was well 
filled with members and visitors. 

At 9 o’clock in the morning, the Sunday 
School children assembled, and the order of 
exercises arranged was carried, out. 
Captain E. M. Roberts, superintendent of 
the school, presided at the service. 

The school sang ‘Praise God,” etc., in 
opening, after which prayer was offered by 
Rey. J. M. Bowden. Then another bymn 
was sung followed by an address on the history 
of the church and Sunday-school by Superin- 
tendent Roberts, who founded it on the 13th 
of June, 1886. Two years after this—the 
founding of the Bishop Harding mission Sun- 
day-school—the church was organized with 
fifty members. F 

On December 1, 1889, the lot on which the 
present neat church building now stands was 
bonght and paid for, andon the 18th of Jan- 
uary last the foundation was dug and the work. 
of building begun. 

On last Saturday, March Ist, the chureh 
building was ready for oecupancy—almost en- 
tirely completed. 

The church is frame, of artistic design, 
36x60, and will seatfrom five to six hundred 
people. 

After Captain Roberts's talk, which was very 
interesting and heard with attention, the 
school, joined by the Tenth Baptist Sunday- 
school, united in singing ‘‘Salvation Roll- 
ing On.” 

Rev. M. D. Smith, pastor of the church, and 
Rev. Wm. Bowden made brief talks, and also 
Mr. John Cawhern,. superintendent of the 
Tenth Baptist Sunday-school. 

After an interesting address by Rev. W. F. 
Glenn, presiding elder of the district, a gen- 
eral handshaking was indulged in. 

Services were to have been held at eleven 
o’clock, three o’clock and seven o’clock, but 
all three were postponed on account of the 
weather. 


WEST END BONDS. 


A Protest Against Unlawful Taxation. 

EDITORS CONSTITUTION: Please allow. me a 
short space to enter a protest against any taxa- 
tion for bonds In “the cityof West End.” In your 
notice of the election, so called, out there last 
Toesday, you say that the result was unanimously 
in faver of issuing bonds. 1 respectfully dissent 
from any such decision of the result of the vote. 
The law by whieh Weft End is to-bo denominajed 
a “city” prescribes certain conditions for taxa- 
tion, or for increase of rate of taxation, or for 
issuing bonds. 

Uniess the conditions be complied with, the rate 
of taxation cannot exceed one-half of one pe 
cent. I cannot enter into a very lengthy discussion 
ofthe matter now, without taking more time and 
space than is necessary. Let us go at once to the 
law. Thelast charter of ‘the city of West End,”’ 
in section 20, prescribes that an ad valorem tax 
may be assessed by the ‘mayor and council’ “on 
all property, both real and’ perme’, owned, held, 
or possessed in said city, subject to taxation under 
the laws of this state, saidad yalorem tax not to 
exceéd one-half of one per cent. of the value of 
said eke gt Now, that fixes the limit of rate of 
tax on all property ‘in said city.” ‘Provided* 
that if, at any time, for any special purpose, said 
mayor and council shall consider it, expedient to 
levy and collect a greater per centage of tax than 
one half of one per cent. upon the property in 
said city, they may subinit the tax rate so desired 
or proposed, (not to exceed one percent.) to the 
voters of said city, to be determined by an elec- 
tion held for that purpose, for which election said 
mayorand council shall make provision, andif a 
majority in number of said voters, who shall also 
represent a majority in. valine of _ the 
taxable property in the city as assessed 
and returned, shall, by ballet, give their consent 
tesuch proposed rate of taxation, the said mayor 
and council shall have power to levy and collect 
said tax.’ 

The point now in making the above quotation 
from the late charter is this, viz: that in the re- 
cent election or bailot, there was not any desired 
or proposed rate of taxation submitted to “the 
voters of said city” by the mayor and council. 
They do not say whether the rate shall be thirty 
per cent, or forty, or fifty, or sixty, or seventy of 
one percent. Nothing said about the rate per 
cent for taxation. Do they propose “to levy and 
collect a greater per centage of tax than one-half 
of one yer cent?” and if so, is it ‘for any special 
If so, what is the specia} purpose? 

Is there any reference or allusion to “any special 
purpose,” in the act of submission “to the voters 
of said city?” Isitatax “to supply water?’ Is 
itatax “to supply sewerage?” Is it to supply 
gas? Or for “other method of supplying 
light for the city and the people thereof?” For 
what purpose was the vote or ballot taken? The 
charter prescribes, ‘‘but neither of these measures 
shall be undertaken without first submitting the 
Same to the voters of the city, and obtaining the 
consent of a majority in number, who must 
also represent a majority in value 
of the taxable property in said city, 
at an election to be held for such purpose, in the 
manner provided in section 20 of this act.”” What 
was the *‘such purpose.” for which the late elec- 
tion was held? 

The tally sheet, or list of voters, as I have 
learned, shows that only sixty-four votes were 
cast et the election. The registration taken last 
fall, for an election in November, showed a list of 
“voters in said city’? numbering two hundred and 
eleven. 

“Has the population of West Enfl diminished so 
much since then as to make sixty-four a ma jority $ 
in number of ‘“‘the voters of said city’’? 

Of the sixty -Tour votes at recent ballot, thirty of 
them ‘show on tax digest of the 
county a@ return of “nulla bona,’ or 
no preperty in their own names, Then 
whom and what property do these voters repre- 
sent for taxation, as assessed and returned? In 
other words, by the haflots of these voters who 
are the property owners who “give their censent to 
such proposed rate of taxation?’ Again, the 
thirty-four who are a majority in number, of 
the votes cast, show on the county digest a prop- 
erty valuation of less than two hundred thousand 
doliars, and some of their p rty is not “in said 
city of West End.’ I have been told that the 
value of taxable property in West End is about 
“two inillions of dollars.”” I did not think before 
that it was more than one million. But at either 
sum the recent ballot does not “represent a ma- 
jor:ty in value of the taxable property in the city, 
us assessed and returned.’’ 

‘The charter also gives the :mayor and council 
power to establish and mairain public schools, 
the cost of which to ke paid out of the city treas- 
ury, with power to appropriate, from year’tw year, 
such part o: the,taxes. derived from real estate, 
not exceeding fifty (50) per cent, as they may deem 
necessary. The citizen of West End are required 
to pay tuition toe the school now. there, and the 
city also contributes: to it. Now how much of the 
taxes derived from real estate does the mayor and 
council deem necessary to assist in the support 
and maintenance of such school..as they nay 
select, which furnishers;. cheap. tuition in 
said city?’’ Do they appropriate as much astifty | 
per cent of the tax derived from real estate, to 
assistin the support and mamtemance of. the 
school? If they do, then what becomes of the other 
fifty per cent of tax ilerived from real estate, and 
‘of the whole. tax derived from other preperty? 

Let us take a reckoning of our finances before 
we go further in debt. This matter of issuing 
bonds withont first complying withthe precedent 
requirements of theJaw, may get somebody into 
trouble, either as taxpayers, or as bondholders. 

We object to, and protest against. the iseuing of 
any bonds in pursuance of the recent ballot en

10 OPEN WHEAT STREET 


THE PROJECT DISCUSSED BY THE 
FINANCE COMMITTEE. 


The Fire Department Impeded—What Mr. 
‘Alexander Says About His Condemned 
Propert¥—What an Assessor Thinks, 


The opening of Wheat street, where it en- 
ters Peachtree, has been talked about for the 
last seven years. That long ago the Alexander 
building, whiclf juts out into the street, was 
condemned by the city for the purpose of 
opening the thoroughfare toa width of fifty 
feet, and assessors agreed on aprice of $16,000 
for the whole frontage owned by Mr. Alexan- 
der. Forsome reason, probably a scarcity of 
funds, the city did not take the property it had 
condemned, and since then the matter has 
been in abeyance. Now it comes up and with 
a probability of final settlement. : 

Three weeks ago the assessors condemned 
the property at $17,500 for twenty of the thirty- 


one and a half feet frontage. This is $1,500" 


more for two-thirds of the frontage than was 
allowed for the whole of it six or seven years 
0. 

Yesterday a committee of the Young Mens’ 
Christian association appeared before the fi- 
nance committee of the city council to advo- 
cate the sale of the property opening the street. 
When the Y. M. C.A. began to put up their 
imposing structure, three years ago, it was un- 
derstood that the city would condemn and re- 
move the obstructions from the street. 


There are many reasons why Wheat street 
should be opened full width into Peachtree. 
It is two miles long, and is one of the main- 
thoroughfares by which the eastern part of the 
city, with such growing residence streets as 
Jackson and the Boulevard, may be reached. 
Next to Edgewood aveuue Wheat is the best 
outlet, and for a large part of the city it is more 
accessible than the avenue. 

But there is a more pressing demand for the 
epening of Wheat into Peachtree. Captain 
Joyner says the fire department has n 
blocked a half dozen times in ‘the last 
year on this street. There is an engine 

ouse on Pryor, only a block below, and its. 
way to the northwest part of the city is through. 
the mouth of Wheat. The street, at its mouth, «) 
is only thirty feet wide, and the twosidewal 
taken out ofthat leave barely room enough’ 
for two full-sized vehicles to pass. A fire en- 
gine cannot dash through there at full speed 
if there is any other vehicle in the street, and 
several times the driver of the engine coming” 
up from Pryor has been compelled to come al- 
most to a haltin passing throngh. The engine 
was blocked there when -the fire at the Han- 
ceck building occurred. 

Mr. J..M. Alexander, who has charge of the 
building for the Alexander estate, was asked’ 
what his attitude was in regard to the con- 
demnation of the property. 

“T think I have a grievance,” said he; ‘‘six 
or seven years ago the city condemned the 
property, but never took it. The result was 
that with the condemnation hanging over it, 
the building has never brought as much rent 
as it did before... Sixteen or seventeen years 
ago, Mr. James R. Wylie rented it for $1254 
month. Oflateit has brought only $60, but 
I am satisfied now that it will bring 
$75, and I offered to guarantee the estate that 
much for it. Icould have reinvésted the 
money, and probably would have realized a 
handsome enhancement of value, As far as I 
am concerned, I will put no obstacle in the 
way of the city’s condemnation. I realize the 
obligation of a citizen to give up his property 
forthe public use. As far as that ‘is con- 
cerned, the ten days allowed for appeal from 
theeward of the assessors haye passed, and 
I am estopped from making any appeal. 
I suppose she rule would work both ways, and 
if I am _ estopped I suppose the city 
istoo. Two assessors were chosen by the city 
and two by myself, and ifthey could not agree 
on the award a fifth man was to be called in. 
As the four setiled it without the aid of the 
fifth I suppose they were unanimous as to the 
award.” : 4 ” 

Mr. James R. Wylie and Dr. R. D. Spalding 
were the assessors for the city and Major D. 
N. Speer and Charles Beermann were selected 
by Mr. Alexander. 

“The property assessed,’’ said Mr. Wylie, 
‘‘was twenty feet on Peachtree taking the 
building on the angle of the street. This will 
give a street with a width of fifty-two feet 
on the angle, and with the exception of the 
angle will make it uniform with Wheat street 
It is stipulated in the award 
that Mr. Alexander shall remove the building. 
He will have about eleven feet left, and I -un- 
derstand Mr. Prior will buy that remaining 
frontage at the price of the award and widen 
his store intotwo. The city can gain a little 
just behind Mr. Alexander’s property by sell- 
ing the property owner a seven-foot corner be- 
hind the store, which will not be needed for 
the street. 

‘*The cash price of property there is about 
$750.a foot, without regard to buildings. That 
would be $15,000 for the twenty feet. 

‘“‘T think when the public takes the property 


of a private citizen for public use, it ought to ° 


pay him a little more than its actual value. 
The assessment is more than it was six or seven 
years ago, and itought to be. The city will 
1ave to pay more if it waits another year, and 
I think the best thing to do is to take it now.” 

Mr. Wylie and Dr. Spalding were the assess- 
ors of the city six years ago, and Mr. Beermann 
and some gentleman Mr. Wylie could not re- 
member, were assessors then chosen by Mr, 
Alexander. 

The Y. M. C. A. committee, consisting of 
Mr. S..M. Inman, Mr. Woods White and Mr.. 
Adair, went before the finance committee of 
the council Saturday afterneon, and Mr. In- 
man and cthers addressed the council, advo- 
cating the opening of the street. 

In behalf of Mr. Alexander a statement was 
made that the delay was injuring him by caus- 
ing him a loss of rent. 

Mr. Hugh Inman presided over the finance 
committee, and Messrs. Albert Howell, A. J. 
McBride, Jacob Haas and-A. L. Kontz were 
present, 

The matter was very fully discussed, and 
the members of thé committee inquired care- 
fully into the details.

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AT SETTLING THE RACE PROBFEM— 
DRE. LEFTWICH’S CHALLENGE. 


A Crushing Reply to Joseph Cook—Let Them 
Take Half the Negroes—A Suggestion 
to Mrs. Canfield. 


Joseph Cook’s Boston lecture on the negro 
has stirred up Dr. W. M. Leftwich, of Nash- 
ville, who makesa vigorous reply in the na- 
ture of achallenge. He tells Mr. Cook to take 
the negro north and treat him as he says the 
south should—give usan object lesson as it 
were, and let his philosophy teach by examp!e. 

In dealing with Mr. Cook, Dr. Leftwich 
uses without mercy the sarcasm he knows so 
well how toemploy. His mild suggestion to 
Mrs. Canfield is a crushing-home application 
of her hearts desire for the south. 

The essential portionof Dr. Leftwich’s let- 
ter to the American, is as follows:| 

“The race problem in this country would 
scon be soived if four or five millions of negroes 
now in the south would move up into the 
northern states.

Let the negro crowd the horthern 
cities and spread over the northern and north- 
western states by the million, claim admission 
to the schools, churches, factories, stores, 
shops, hotels, - offices, clubs, banks, rail- 
ane professions, kitchens -and par- 
lors, and no one at.all acquainted 
with the sentiment of the northern 
people could fora moment doubt their warm 
reception and rapid elevation to civil and so- 
cial equality with the white race. The negro 
would then be with his friends, who could do 
for him what they have so roundly abused 
others for not doing. No one but a southern 
born’ bourbon, who is _ still possessed 

bitter. sectional prejudices, © could 
be capable of believing that the 
negro in the north would not have all 
the natural and constitutional rights and priv- 
ileges of every other citizen before the law, in 
the courts, the schools, the churches, the trades 
and the learned ‘professions. To doubt it 
would be to call in question the sincerity and 
honesty of the northern press, and pulpit, and 
latform for more than a quarter of a century. 
erish the thought. 

‘*But it may claimed that there are ne- 
groes in the north now. Be. it so. They are 
only the specimens of the race, and not suffi- 
cient in number to decide anything. You 
might as well expect a geologist to understand 
all the geological formations of the earth from 
the few specimens in his cabinet as to expect 
the northern people, with the few specimens 
of the ne race among them, to under- 
stand all the social and political complica- 
tions in the race problem in the south. But 
if the negroes would immigrate tothe north 
in sufficient numbers to make about ‘same the 
numerical proportion to the whites that the 
now make to the southern whites,so as to equal- 
ize the two races all over the country, who 
can doubt the rapid advancement that a few 
years would make in the solution of the race 
problem.

That city is either too far south, or the negro 
population is not large enough to work out an 
practical results to speak of, in either social, 
civil, political, industrial or religious equality.

sive testimony. He says: 

The =, at Washington is now from 215,- 
000 to 225,000 ple. There are 75,000 colored peo- 
ple. As a whole, they are in a destitute and 
wretched condition. ere is not a colored man 
in the United States senate. There is one colored 
man in the house of representatives of over 
three hundred members. There is ‘ not 
a colored man in the membership of 
he Metropolitan ——, 4There is 
one in the Foundry church. e negro is not 
wanted, and would not be tolerated if he should 
ofter himself for membership in any of the white 
churches of this city. A barrier of prejudice 
deep as the nether world divides the white here 
from the black. 

The special difficulties here lie in the line of 
depriving the negro of honest and successful 
achievement. An unchristian and accursed preju- 
dice shuts him out from competition with the 
white man. The white man will use him asa menial 
and nothing more. The young men and women 
who come from the schools can expect nothing 
better ; the color of their skin still ostracizes them. 
No merchant will employ them as clerks, The ar- 
tisan will drop trowel and plane if a ne essays 
to work at his side. The white man will not teach 
him a trade. They are excluded from membership 
in trades unions and labor fraternities. They are 
not welcome as guests in hotels and first-class res- 
taurants. The colored man cannot hirea house in 
a respectable part of the city. Real estate brokers 
will not sell to a negro in any reputable portion of 
the city if they know he is to be the occupant. 

“The remedy for this sad state of things is 
more negroes. The negro population now in 
the national capital is about sufficient to fur- 
nish a pict ue background for the pic- 
turesque rhetoric of Senator Ingalls, 
and furnish the brimstone for his ‘fire 
and sworn’ gospel with which 
would solve the race problem in the 
south 1,000 miles from the national 
capital, while at the same time he counsels the 
ne about him to patience and long suffer- 
ing.

 Greenvillé and the Macon and Birmingham— 
A New Depot at Gainesville—Abeout 
“ the State Road Lease. 


One of the most interesting factors in the 
tailroad possibilities of the year is the Chatta- 
nooga, Rome and Columbus. 

The Rome railroad, from Kingston to Rome, 
is practically under the same management, 
and its extension this year is certain. 

Where the Chattancoga, Rome and Colum- 
bus will goto from Carroliton is a question that 
the nanagement of the road have hever an- 
swered satisfactorily. 

The extension of the Rome road is some- 
thing more tangible. Tie object of this is to 
form a connection with the Marietta and North 
Georgia. 

The extension wil! tap the Marietta and 
North Georgia at Canton. 

The chief engineer, Captain Payne, has 
looked out two routes to this place. One from 
Kingston via Cartersville, up the river through 
the Abernathy settlement to Colonel Field’s, 
where the river world be crossed, and thence 
to Canton. This route would be about thirty- 
four miles. .The other route is from Kingston 
through Woif Pen Gap to Colonel Fieid’s, and 
thence over the above mentioned route .to 
Canton. This would shorten the distance six 
miles, and is the most direct of any possible 
Ime from Rome via Kingsten to Canton and 
Gainesville, Both of these routes, Captaim 
Payne says,are practicable and that a read can 
be as cheaply constructed over either as .any 
route in north Georgia. Especially is this 
true of the Wolf Pen Gay. route, which, be- 
sides other advantages, has the advantage of 
six miles over the Cartersville route. 

Captain Payne will this week complete his 
recognizance of the route from Kingston 
through Beasly’s gap to or near Ball Ground, 
covering a distance of about thirty-eight miles. 

When he completesa review of the Ball 
Ground route he will then be ready to submit 
his report to Colonel Williamson for se)ection 
of whicheyer may be shown to be the most 
feasibie and practicable route; the route that 
has the most advantages in the way of tratflic, 
and the ronte whic] h meets with the heartiest 
support and good will of the peopie living 
along or near the line, and who are most 
vitally interested in its building. After thisis 
done a perinanent survey will be made and 
active work begun, probably about the tenth 
of March. 

New Depot at Gainesville. 

The Richmond and Danville is building a 
new depot at Gainesville. 

This 1s the first depot in the state built un- 
dér the direction of the state board of railroad 
commissioners. 

Work will be commenced at once, and the 
stricture will be € erected within thirty days. 

The structure will be built on the north side 
of Main street, ‘caneniie the present one, and 
will contain two large waiting rooms, baggage 
room and ticket office. 

The Griffin, Monticello and Madison. 

Anold railroad project—abandeoned years 
ago and resurrected now—is the building of 
this road. 

Mortgages have been recorded by the clerk 
of the superior court cf Butts county on the 
old Grifiin, Monticello and Madison railroad. 
Several years ago there were about twenty-five 
or thirty iniles of this road graded and then 
abandoned, but it seems now the - prospect is 
ees for its early completion. It will tap the 

{acon and Covington somewhere, perhaps at 
Machen, and run via Jackson to Griffin. 

Greenville ‘and the Railroad. 

Greenville is making a stubborn reSistance 
to being left off the route of the Macon and 
Birmingham. The Vindicator says: 

“The stasement that not asingle land-owner 
will join Greenville in her approaching suits 
against the Macon and Birmingham railroad 
will soon be disproved. If the construction 
company would grant the people of Greenville 
and Meriwether county a hearing to argue 
their case there might be no suit. But Messrs. 
Sparks and Lane, who are said to be the real 
directors of affairs for the construction com- 
pany, have said that it would be useless to 
seek an interview. Therefore, no other course 
is ieft us but to seek the courts. 

‘It is then a source of congratulation that 
there are landowners who will stand by us, 
and we beg our friends everywhere to rest as- 
sured that we still hope to havé the Macon 
and Birmingham come through or within a 
mile of Greenville, and for that end the law 
will most certainly be invoked, even if we 
- knew the grading ofathe line would .not be 
completed by the 15th of July next.”’ 

The State Road Lease. 

The Montezuma Record says or the Wes- 
tern and Atlantic lease: 

“If the Louisville and Nashville builds: its 
own line into Atlanta, what will become of 
the state road? Who will want to rent or 
lease it? The East Tennessee system already 
has a competing line, and if the Louisville and 
Nashville finds it cheaper to build a line than 
to lease the state road, where will the business 
of the state road. come from? Who will bid 
for it under these conditions? 

It. begins to appear that the Georgia legislat- 
ors were too small just over their necks to 
grasp this question, and that the state of Geor- 
gia is going to lose money by making politics 
out of a business transaction. The proper 
thing for the state would have been to sell the 
road long ago, and quit competing with other 
railroads. The state has no business in the 

railroad business anyway, especially if it can 
furnish no better railroad directors than its 
able legislators.”

WILL BRING A GOOD PRICE—POSSI- 
BLY $150,000. 


Talk About the Sale—What the Building is 
Wanted For—Outside Applications— 
May Be an Opera House. 


The sale of the old capitol is looming up as 
a big event of the real estate season. People 
who take interest in Atlanta dirt are already 
speculating on the price it will bring and the 
number of bidders. 

When Senater Bartlett put the $125,000 

mum clause in the bill many thought it 
would kill the sale, but it was urged that it 
would do no harm to try, and the~clause was 
putin. Now there is no doubt that the prop- 
erty will sell for $125,000 or more. 

**There will be no trouble about selling it for 
that,” said a real. estate man, who, 
by the way, has nothing to do with the sale, 
8 ut think it will bring a good deal more. 

ney” on Marietta street in that vicinity is 
coe 000 a foot. Marvin was offered 
that fora lot with. ; feet front, just 
above Snook’s furniture store. The old capi- 
tol lot fronts 150 feet on Marietta, and is worth 
asmuch. It has on ita building ‘originally de- 
signed for an opera house.” 

Another real estate man also outside the 
sale, remarked that he had received twenty 
letters inguiring about the old capitol. “*T 
could have sold it,’ said he, ‘and sold it 
well.”’ 

Dr. H. L. Wilson, the auctioneer, talked 
conservatively, but sanguinely about the sale. 

**There is no doubt about selling the prop- 
erty,”’ said he, ‘‘I have had a good many in- 
quiries about it, and it will bring the minimum 
of $125,000 without a doubt. The roperty is 
worth $800 a foot without the bui ding-—that 
is $120,000. The building was designed for 
an opera house, and the walls are all right. 
This talk about their being outof perpendic- 
ular isall bosh. The strength of the building 
has been tested often. When Ben Hill 
and Toombs spoke there the house of 
representatives was packed. with men 
standing, and, if you think of it, a 
building will hold three times 
as many men standing as sitting. The stores 
and the basement are all right. The property 
can be used. for a variety of purposes. Parties 
are writing here from a distance to get the 
dimensians and other particulars. Several 
Atlanta men are considering it. If it was not 
worth the minimum price they would not go 
to the trouble of maee these investigations.’’ 

There is a good deal of curiosity to know 
who will be the bufers and what will be done 
with the building. This feature is getting to 
be interesting. ‘Several Atlanta gentlemen, 
whose names have not leaked out, are bent on 
buying the old capitol and making an opera 
house of it.

Stillanother, is to rent the basement 
for saloons and the like, the first floor for 
stores and the upper part of the building for 
offices. There are plenty of ways to use prop- 
wh 2 advantageously.’

HISSIN FOUND HIM OUT 


FATAL ERROR OF AN I10WA PHYSI-| 


CIAN, 


Took Chances for $16,000 Bife Insurance 
and Received Five Years in the 
Penitentiary. 


¥Wrom the Chicago Herald. 

Dr. Quigley was a practicing physician in 
Reading, Iowa, in 1884; and in the long sum- 
mer afternoon, when business was dull and 
health discouragingly good, he and Dr.. King 
used to sit on the sidewalk together and won- 
der what they could do to make money. 

Quigley’s office was a small, one story, frame 
affair, like many another of its kind, and here 
the two used oftenest to meet and compare 
notes about medicine, politics and finance. 
Finally they hit upon ascheme which promised 


_ golden-results with very tittle outlay of time 


or trouble. ‘They satinside the office mostly 
nowadays, although it was pleasanter on the 
sidewalk, and encouraged less and less the ac- 
cidental caller who had time for social chat. 

At length Quigley took out a $6,000 policy 
in the Banker’s association and $1),000 in the 
Northwestern Life. He made them payable to 
King, who was claimed as a cousin, a relation- 
ship which had only been discovered since the 
summer began: 

Quigley slept in the back room of his office, 
and one night the little building was found to 
be in flames. It was drv and the fire burned 
rapidly, but the lusty citizens came so promptly 
at the cry of fire raised by some late wanderci 
that the small frame house was deluged with 
water inside and out; the books were saved, 
the furniture was piled in the street, and two 
men plunged through the thick smoke and 
found a man’s body on the doctor’s bed. 

“Wake him!” ‘‘Drag himout!’”’ “Saye Dr. 
Quigley!” , These were a few of the exelama- 
tions, and then two local heroes lifted the body 
from the blazing bed and rushed with it to the 
open air. 

It was not Dr. Quigley. 

It was the extremely defunct corpse of a 
man about his size who had been buried ina 
cemetery fifteen miles away two days before. 
It was clad in an incomplete manner with 
some of’ Quigley’s clothes, and in the pockets 
were the doctor’s watch and bundh of keys. 
But it was not the doctor. In the general be- 
wilderment the half extinguished fire blazed 
again and the populace once more turned in 
aud fought the fire. It was at last extin- 
guished, leaving a most dilapidated wreck, and 
just as the last flickering flame succombed to 
a pail of water young Dr. King rushed up, 
hatless and coatless, and franticly called out: 

“O, Quigley! O, my cousin! O, save my 
cousin, Dr. Quigley!’ But when he was led to 
that strange corpse from a distant graveyard ; 
when he saw the misfit clothes and the watch 
and keys on this man, who was quite another 
man than Quigley, he weakened. He made no 
effort to explain the matter, but suspicion 
yointed to him so strongly as one who had as- 
sistedin an undoubted felony that was arrested 
and locked up in jail. No claim was ever 
indde for the $16,000 insurance money, but a 
search was set on foot for Quigiey which must 
result in his ultimate capture. 

The enuied doctor, for his part, had played a 
bold game. He and his pretended cousin, with 
one other man, had engaged in the scheme 
that promised well. They arranged the pre- 


liminaries, the third party found the corpse, . 


the tirst good one that came to hand, and then 
they stripped it and dressed it as well as they 
could in Quigley’s clothes. They put it into 
the bed, the doctor fired the building and then 
walked through the night to a distant railway 
station, from which he made his way to a dis- 
tant part of the state. He dared not even let 
his profession be known, and not havin 
enough money to liv@ on in leisure he foun 
work on a farm in Sa county, where he gave 
himself up to hard labor and waited. He had 
not long to wait. Within a week the strange 
facts were published. King, with the confed- 
erate, was in jail; the game was all exposed, 
and detectiyes were even‘then on his trail. He 
could not leave, and dare not stay. So months 
passed. and one day when he was chopping 
wood inthe sparse timber two strange men 
approached and accosted him by his right 
haie. 

The end had come. After weary weeks of 
awful suspense, after wakeful nights of agony, 
he was taken manacled back to Ringgold coun- 
ty, where his crime had been committed, and 
there was put on trial for arson. «a second 
charge for grave-robbing was supplemented the 
first, and all the facts came out. He was found 
guilty and sentenced to the penitentiary for 
tive years, a punishment which he bore man- 
fully. Heis now at liberty again, and has 
learned the lesson that a dellar earned is bet- 
ter than thousands stolen. 

King and the third party were tried several 
times, securing a disagreement of juries, and, 
as the state and insurance companies had vin- 
dicated the law, the lesser offenders were at 
last let go. 

Elam Roger’s case was a peculiar one in life 
insurance circles. He was a foreman in charge- 
of a railroad construction gang in Missouri. 
He had a wife and two children, for whose 
benetit he had taken outa policy of $2,000. 

One day in August, 1887, he was working 
with his men in a cut some miles from Spring- 
field, when a great mass of sand and rock 
caved in, burying half a dozen men. Those 


, who escaped spread the call for help and be- 


gan digging for their imprisoned comrades. 
All were rescued at last, it was thought, but 
one man (Rogers) was not discovered. The 
rest of the victims had broken bones or bruised 
flesh, but none’were fatally injured. 

Hours passed and the last hope of rescuing 
Rogers alive was abandoned. His grief-strick- 
en wife and two little children came to the 
‘place and added their cries to the other incen- 
tives for hard work. Shovels never flew as 
they did there. A very demon seemed to pos- 
sess that bank of earth, and it would not give 
up itsdead. It caved again and again as the 
men worked away at the place where Rogers 
had last been seen standing. 

Only one man gone; only one missing, and 
he beyond their reach. ll night, all next 
day, the men worked in vain.

writes to the Washington Chronicle that deep

——Mr, B. H. Tompkins probably has a greater 
acreage/sown in oats than any other farmer in the 
county, and they are put in with greater care. 


Mr. Tompkins, after the sowing, goes over the. 
-land with a roller eight feet long that weighs 1,400 


pounds, thus making the land entirely smooth and 
pressing the earth around the seed. He makes 
this roller serve a two-fold purpose. Besides 
making his oat fields smeoth, he ssays -itis the 
best thing to break young mules he has ever tried. 

——The area sown in wheat in Heard county is 
not as large as might be desired. There is plenty 
of home-made corn and meat, and the farmerssay 
they are going to pay more attention to this line 
of farming this year than heretofore. Thorough- 
bred Berkshire and Jersey hogs are to be found on 
many farms in the eounty. 

——The Whitfield alliance has appointed a com- 
mittee to confer with committees of adjoining 
counties on the question of a Tri-County Fair and 
Live-Stock association, to be held next fall. This 
movement should have the earnest co-operation 
and indorsement of every public spirited citizen 
and alliance man in this section. Go right to 
work and don’t stop until your efforts are crowned 
with success. The question isa most important 
one and means a great deal for Whitfield county 
and this locality. 

—J. P. Tilley, of Newton county, killed an 
eihgteen months old hog a few days ago that 
netted 528 pounds. Rockdale is certainly raising 
fine hogs, and in fact, that county holds her own 
with any otherin the state, when’ it, comes to 
farming and stock raising. 

——-Mr. Steven Goss, an enterprising farmer of 
Webster county, was in Dawson with a load of 
Spanish ground peas for sale. Mr. Goss has already 
sold 300 bushels of these Spanish peas at anaverage 
price of about one dollar per bushel, and has 400 
or 500 bushels yet for sale. 

——Messrs. Williamson and Franklin, of Ohio, 
have purchased the LeConte pear orchard of J. A. 
Howser, near Fort Valley. The tract of land em- 
braces ninety acres, and has upon it 3,000 pear 
trees. The purchasers will bring their families 
from Ohio to Fort Valley at an early day. Georgia 
has plenty of room for such enterprising citizens, 
and all who come to this state will receive a hearty 
welcome,and be made to feel as much at home 
here as in Ohio. 

——Canilla is soon to have a canning factory. 
An outfit costing $3,000 has been purchased and 
next year Camilla’s canned goods will be selling 
like pop corn ata circus. 

Mrs. T. P. Calloway, of Oglethorpe county, 
has been feasting on strawberries nearly the en- 
tire winter. A few days ago she presented the 
editor of the Echo with a dish of strawberries, 
Verily the Echo editor is in luck. 

——Colonel M. H. Field, of Canton, shipped a 
carload of cattle and chickens from this place to 
Florida Wednesday. This is the second shipment 
of that kind Mr. Field has made recently to the 
land of flowers. His cattle sell readily there at 
good prices, 

——Mr. J. T. Eilis, of Crawford county, has pre- 
pared one acre and a quarter of land for an extra 
cotton patch. He made last year one bale of cot- 
ton on the spot. It was fertilized with stable ma- 
nure and four hundred pounds of guano. The soil 
is comparatively poor. The intensive plan of rais- 
ing cotton is the idea .anyway, although some 
farmers argue that there is but Itttle profit in 
farming on this plan. If farming is ever made as 
profitable as it could be made we believe intensive 
farming will be the means which will accomplish 
the end. 

——To Grecne county, says the Greensboro 
Home Journal, belongs the honor of making the 
first cotton bagging. This was as far back as 
1862. Greene county, also,-first led off in cultivat- 
ing bermuda hay. In fact, Greene county is as 
good as ‘‘they make them.’’ 
| ——Mr. R. P. Turner, of Lone Oak district, Mer- 
iwether county, has resided at the same place for- 
ty-seven years, and has been a citizen of the coun- 
ty sixty years. Hehas lived in three different 
districts without changing his home. He has 
sowed the same variety of wheat forty-five years 
and saved his own seed all thattime. If. he fails 
to make wheat this year he has old wheat enough 
on hand to furnish seed for the next erop. Mr. 
Turner served three termsAs justice of the peace 
and was commissioned eAch time by Governor 
Brown. 

The farmers of Harris county are planting corn 
earlier than usual this year. 

—Mr. T. A. C. Smith, a few days since, showed 
the Carroliton Free Press a sample of “gumbo,” 
whieh contained a fine texture, and said to be 
much stronger than jute. Gumbo is made from 
the okra, and to be made into thread or twine, 
will have to undergo the same process as flax. 
Okra can be raised in abundance in this country‘ 
and why not turn the fibre of it into bagging? It 
can be made totake the place of jute, and will 
doubtiess make a bettercovering for cotton than 
jute, and it is very easy to raise. 

——As we have frequently urged, the farmers of 
Greene count¥ cannot devote too much care and 


‘attention to the raising'and improvement of their 


stock and cattle, says the Greensboro Home 
Journal. with the advantages of nature which we 
possess; with the climate and the wondrous 
bermuda grass there is no reason why, within a 
few years, a single dolar should be sent out ‘of 
the county for stock or cattle of ony character. 
The best way to encourage this matter is for every 
farmer to become a stock and cattle raiser. It 
may at first appear that the raising of mules and 
horses is a great expeuse, and so under ordinary 
conditions and in most sections it 
is. But it has been demonstrated that 
in Greene county a mule colt ean be 
brought to two years (and they are then ready for 
the market) at a cost of less than $25. It has been 
further shown that a mare with foal is capable of 
doing all ordinary farm work, and there is no loss 
in this respect from the raising of colts. We hope 
every farmer will adopt this plan of raising his 
own stock, and coupled with the further raising of 
supply and provision crops ina very few years 
Greene county planters will be at the very height 
of independenee. , : 

——There is a good deal of very sensible advice 
to the farmers of Georgia in the following from 
the Washington Gazette: “Last year our farmers 
made their living almost entirely on their faztas, 
and when they brought their cotton: to nll: 
were in a position to hold or. sell. As a cons 
quence they got better prices for the staple than 
for many years parv,..Prices have ruled high ever 
since the season opened. But farmers Shrot:d not 
fali into an error right along here. You 
will have to pursue the same policy this 
year as last if you expect to come out 
as well again. It takes the united action of our 
farmers to accomplish such gtand results as they 
accomplished last year. Be not deceived. Do not 
suppose that you can plant all cotton and get high 
prices for it while your fellow farmers raise their 
own supplies at home and fortify themselves for 
controlling the cotton market. Every man must 
lend his-help to the common. eause.’’ 

— The Milledgeville Chronicle says that Mil- 
ledgeville is to have a canning factory, al} that a 
company to-build it is now being organized by J. 
E. Pottie. The organization of sueh an enterprise 
will give a large number of people employment, 
and at the same time furnish a Cash market forall 
the fruits and vegetables ralsed in that section of 
the state. 

— ~The Jasper Herald is urging the building of 
a canniug factory in that town. The Hezaldsays 
upon this subject: Well, we can have it if we will, 
and it will be a big thing for the town—and for 
the whole county, for that matter. Thousands of 
bushels of apples, peaches, plums and cherries rot 
every year in this county because the market is 
not sufficient to dispose of them. A factory for 
the canning up of all this fruit that is now wasted 
would cost but little; hands todo the work could 
be had for reasonable wages, and truit—why there 


is noend to it and it can almost’ be had for the .

they are not mint coiners to be run with 
uominal capital ‘and reckless management. The 
cost of a factory is insignificant, but when opera- 
tions begin it takes money from the jump, for 
cans, for labor and for fruit and vegetables. An 
expert, practical superintendent and cappers are 
necessary. Not less than $12,000 capital should be 
thought of. Fruit.and vegetables must be had at 
prices bordering a shilling a bushel, and gathered 
and handled with the care of shippers. Short 
prices and a big business is how the money comes. 
These suggestions are made, not to discourage, 
but to prevent disappointment.”
